After hhe iixitirini ir of the Japanese torpedo boats, fch* Russian cruiser squiwlron, 
under Adnura,! Prince iMoktompsky, followed to investigate, and tlik'in returned, Thle action, ceased «t I? a. in. 'The 
loss an the Russian ships was edglit loilled and twenty wounded. Apart from the disablement of it-lic three Russian 
sluips, tine damage done to the fleet and the fort is not very great. There are many JiussiaB tori»edo boat destroyers 
iiu the harbor, but they were not ready to resist an attack. The Japanese, in .fact, created a great deal of surprise, 
not only by their unexpected onslaught, but by 'the promptness and bravery wi til xvhieh they acted. 

"On Tuesday morning the news .arrived from Dainy that the Japanese Meet was steering wesitwoird in attack 
fonwatlon. It came id sight about 11 o'clock. There were in 'all ftfteeui shi ps in tw r o lines of battle, six battle- 
ships, six first-class cruisers ami three second-class) cruisers. The .Russians ha (1 outside thirteen large vessels tinder 
Admiral Stark in the flagship I'el'ropuv iovpski, lundl Rear-Admiral Prince iMok tompsky in the flagship Peresviet, ex- 
cludinB the Pnllnda, the lVnrevitcli, the flagship of Rear- Admiral iMoHas, and the Rethtvisan, which were lying 
agroumd across the inner h.airhor ejit.ra nee. It was low water. 

••The action was commenced by the big gums of tire land ■battery. The morning was dull with a light wind, 
ami the heavy smoke rendered it dillieult to observe the details of the action, but I witnessed all that was possible 
■from Beacon Hill, opposite the entra ee to the harbor, in the line of fire. Two tshellsi fell near us and about 
twenty others fell in the old town and the western harbor, where many steam era flying neutral flags were anchored. 
Afiter tlie commencement of the notion all I In? people fled towards tlto hill outsJde the town iuhI got under its pro- 
teeaem. 

"A little while after this the first shell, a big 12-inch one, exploded, sin ashing the office fronts of Guenshcrg's 
Vain Concessions Company and the Ru sso-Chinese Bank. The rtreets were then entirely deserted, but the local police 
kept splendid order. There was no looting, and the women and children were very brave. Regiments from the ad- 
joining barracks ami camps came pouring through the town to take up defensive positions in the event of tlie Japa- 
nese landing. 

"The Japanese wii^hips steamed slowly past in line of battle to the westward and about four miles off. each 
vessel beginning to tire when opposite the Russian snips, which were two miles off shore. The action now became 
general. There was no manoeuvring, si mply heavy, fast tiring on both sides. I counted over 300 shells, a tew of which 
reached tho mark. Others did not explode during the action. Several merchant steamers outside in the roads 
moved their position, but none were allowed to leave their anchorage in the harbor. 

"Tlie firing ceased at noon, Hie .1 apane.se ships withdrawing southward, having lost one battleship and one 
laru-e cruiser put out of action. One small boat was chased and sunk by the Novik, which afterwords received a 
shell at the water line, but reached port all riu'ht, Admiral Stark signaling "Weil dune," while all tlie rest of the lleet 
cheered her arrival. Even the three ships aground fired during the action. Afterwards the Tszarevitch got off at 
Jiiu'h water and was towed into tlie large basin where she is now being repaired. The Pallada effected her own re- 
pairs and has rejoined the fleet. The II ethivsau was still aground when I left. 

"The casualties were twenty-two killed, sixty-four wounded, nearly half the casualties occurred on the Pallada 
and Novik. The Japanese fleet sailed Southward. At one o'clock ail was quiet. Tic wounded were brought ashore 
and removed to the hospitals. After Monday night's action many Japanese tor-pedoes were found floating outside tho 
harbor. They were secured and their mechanism extracted. 

"During the afternoon Viceroy Alcxieff ordered all women, children mid non-combatants to leave. Tho 6low, 
special trnins were crowded, and ran as often as possible from Dalny. The women and children were immediately re- 
moved in an English steamer. | 

"After the action on Monday nig lit official telegrams from Vladivostok k stated that the cruiser squadron, con- 
sisting of the Gromovoi, Rossia, Rurik and Bogatyr, had shelled a town in Yezo and then returned to Vladivostock. 

"I offered a large price for a launch or a tugboat to put to sea from Port Arthur for Chefoo, Ohiuwangtao or 
New Cliwaug, but was unsuccessful."

Steamer Tees come 'Off the rocks of Trial 
Island at full tick on Sunday morning be- 
tween if and -l o'clock, us the result of a 
mighty pull exerted by the tugs Lome 
and Pioneer, and the steamer Princess Bea- 
trice. The stranded vessel was helped off 
ny means of skkls under the forefoot nnd 
some way down the keel, when; It was 
possible to got them at low tide. Tile, 
i row, under direction of Captain Troup, did 
excellent work lu preparing the vessel for 
the final haul, and it was considered to be 
large!}' due to tlielr efforts that success so 
quickly attended the attempt to lloat the 
steamer. Everything that could be shifted 
from the fore part of the slilp was moved 
aft or taken out. At first the Tees re- 
sisted the combined pull of the three 
steamers, but the Lorue swinging off to 
starboard until almost at right angles to 
the Tees, gave the necessary heave, and 
the Tecs slid quickly Into the sea and 
floated. So far as can be learned, the outer 
hull alone Is damaged, the rocks falling to 
reach or pierce the Inner bull. The Tees 
bad taken no water In spite of her peril- 
ous experiences. She was towed to Wil- 
liam Heed at once for fumigation. The 
process was completed Inst night, every 
part of the ship having been filled with the 
fumes of formaldehyde nnd burning sul- 
phur. This morning the Tees will be tow- 
ed to Esquimalt, where she will go upon 
the ways for examination and repairs. 

When the steamer Amur arrived from 
the North yesterday morning it was ascer- 
tained that the passenger put ashore at 
Port Simpson on the Tees' i irtlnvnrd trip, 
was Buffering from smallpox.

Dr. Fugun, provincial officer of health, 
has taken active steps to have a wutcb 
on all passengers who landed from the 
Tees on her northbound tr.p. The medical 
men at Port Esslngton and Bella Bella have 
been communicated with to that effect. 
All the passengers, officers and crew of 
the Tees will remain at William Head four- 
teen days or longer If necessary, according 
to regulations. 

So far It has been Impossible to ascer- 
tain witli dellnlteness the exact cause of 
the Toes striking Trial Island. It Is al- 
icged that an unlucky alteration of the 
course Just at the critical moment did 
the damage. Second Officer Powell, it la 
learned, was acting hi the pilot house, as 
stated in the Colonist on Sunday morning. 
An official investigation into all the cir- 
cumstances will be held at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. Latest advices regarding 
the damage done to the steamer's bull are 
to the effect that she bad a marvelous es- 
cape, considering the fart that tin' strand- 
ing took place when she was running pretty 
nearly full speed, and that the whole coast 
line of the island on the east side Is full 
of jagged rocks and reefs. The Tees ran, 
by happy accident, upon a shelving rock, 
between two dangerous looking spikes of 
rock. Her forefoot and fore bilge are bad- 
ly twisted ami dented, but there ore no 
holes of considerable size. Her owners 
have been congratulated upon the fortunate 
issue of what shaped at tlrst as a very 
bad piece of business.

PUBRLA'S TERR MILE TRIP. 

Prom Flattery to Golden Gate High Seas 
Pounded Her. 

After battling for eighty-three hours with) 
one of the heaviest gales ever experienced , 
on this coast, the steamer City of Puebla, 
Captain Jepsen, arrived today from A'lc- 
torla, says the San Francisco Examiner. 
The vessel was twenty-four hours behind 
her scheduled time, and bore the marks 
of her terrific tussle with the storm. The 
City of Puebla left Victoria with 125 cabin 
passengers on board. Off Cape Flattery 
the storm was encountered and clung to th* 
steamer until port was reached. The wind 
came from the southeast at a velocity of 
eighty-six miles an hour. The seas time i 
after time, smashed over the bow, sending 
a Hood of foaming water sweeping along I 
the decks. For fourteen hours the steam- 1 
er was hove to, ami the remainder of the 
time went ahead under a slow hell. At . 
times the waves dashed ovei the bridge ' 
drenching the officers to the skin. All the I 
passengers remained lii their cabin, terri- 
fied by the flood that surged aboard. Sev- 
eral staterooms were flooded ami the- water i 
poured into the saloon. The Peubla not 
only took seas over her bow. hat in rising 
on the crest of the waves the stern at times 
was completely submerged. The after com- ! 
panlonway was smashed ami part of the I 
after-gingerbread work was torn away. 
The forward railing was slightly damaged. 
The officers of the steamer say that the 
storm was the severest of this season The 
passengers of the Puebla were high In their 
praise of Captain Jepsen for the masterly 
w.iv in which he handled his vessel during 
the gale.

THE GAME LAWS. 

New tliiat the session of the Legisla- 
ture 1ms been closed without nary action 
being taken towards the better protec- 
tion of the game in liritish Columbia, 
except in respect to clew an Vancouver 
Island, there are letters appearing in 
tluo Provincial press regretting that 
someChing was not done in that, direc- 
tion. Wo think that it would have 
foeeni in the public interests haul some 
legislation for Hie purpose been enacted. 
But there seemed to be a feeling awing 
the members of tlie House— or tit least 
ia portion of them— that such legisla- 
tion would not bo regarded favorably 
by a majority of tine people, This may 
or may not lie the case, but it' it is, 
we should regard the fact as showing 
that the matter is iw>t general.- under- 
stood. It is not a matter tlv.v. concerns 
only a few sportsmeu or one that will 
simply benefit a few persons who, it 
may be considered, should not ask the 
whole conniniiiiLTy to undertake a burden 
for them. We consider thiat the wliole 
Province is interested in the question, 
and that it should be thoroughly dis- 
cussed in the press, so that the people 
may bo fully informed on the subject 
and be ted to support any legislation 
(bhlat may be proposed in regard to it. 

From remarks that one sometimes 
Uueairs, there is evidently an idea held 
by some people that, while frame laws 
may he in keeping with Lhe conditions 
prevailing in the countries of Europe, 
tiliiey are entirely out of place on this 
Continent. In other words, that, they 
are n relic of feudal times, or an appan- 
age of aristocratic social conditions and 
incongruous with these found in the 
democratic communities on this side of 
the Atlantic. It may come as n sur- 
prise, tJi ere fore, to those who hold such 
views, for th'cm to learn that there is 
scarcely a State in the- Union that, has 
not upon its Statute Books, one or more 
laws in regard to the preservation of 
game and the regulations to lie observ- 
ed by those who desire to hunt it for 
profit or recreation. In many parts of 
due United States such legislation lias 
■bteii passed when it was beginning to 
bo (realized' how greatly the game had 
been depleted fox lack of protection, and 
it ha t*mieasures must be taken to iwevent 
it being completely destroyed. Lni Brit- 
ish Columbia the situation is not quite 
ns bad as that, although it will not 
bo very long before a similar state 
of things will be found hiere in regard 
to eomie kinds of game, unless legisla- 
tive action is taken. The subject must 
be kept before the public, so that an 
opinion favorable to action may be 
created'. 



IMMIGRATION INTO CANADA. 

'Large as was the immigration' into 
Canada during lust year, it is stated that 
it as the belief of those most eonvpe- 
temit to express an opilniion on the sub- 
ject, that it will be largely exceeded 
dwritog the present year.

They have brought their farms 
into a good state of cultivation, and 
dialing the past few years have shared 
in the prosperity which has becui en- 
joyed by the agricultural comuiumity in 
that country, lint they Kind it now 
impossible to place their sons on. Gov- J 
eminent land or to extend their own] 
holdings because all the Government j 
hind has been disposed of. They find . 
that, they can dispose of their farms at] 
good prices and. by emigrating to the; 
Canadian Northwest, secure larger, 
tracts of equally fertile land at. merely 
nominal cost and with excellent P'I'oh- 
pcets for a steady appreciation in its 
value as the country becomes settled. 
This class of immigrants is one that 
einniol fail to benefit the districts in 
which th-ey settle. They bring witli 
tin ni the experience and knowledge use- 
ful for settlers in a new country, pro- 
posing, indeed, to repent in the North- 
west tlie methods by which they achiev- 
ed success in the States from which 
they have conic. The agriculturists 
from the United Kingdom aire also de- 
sirable settlers. Although without the 
personal knowledge of the conditions 
that prevail ox* this Continent, they 
are experienced farmers or farm labor- 
ers, and soon adapt themselves to their 
new surroundings. Whatever else bo 
may do or may not do. Mr. Chamber- 
lain's advocacy of preferential treat-

THE GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC. 

The English directors of the Grand 
Trunk have not fallen in with the new 
conditions which the Government pro- 
poses.

The 
money subsidy, of course, counts for a 
good deal; but it is not a!! that is re- 
quired by the financiers who have been 
asked to provide the fun. Is. They de- 
mand land, and this the Ottawa Gov- 
ernment dare not offer. There will be 
a lively time when Parliament meets 
should the truth be forced upon the 
country that negotiations have fallen 
through and a new scheme for a new 
transcontinental railway will have to be 
considered. 



The cause of death of Hand Hay Gilbert, 
2nd liattullou Itllle Brigade, has now Been 
Investigated by a court of Inquiry, ami a 
court-martial will he assembled it so de- 
termined by the War Office. This Is a 
ease that cannot lie hushed up, and, for Use 
credit of the regiment, all the facts must 
he brought to public view. According to 
the accounts of the case sent home from 
Cairo, It would appear that Gilbert Be- 
came very unpopular with the other band 
boys of the regiment, ami that he was 
beaten so severely, after a mock trial, that 
death resulted from his Injuries. This la 
the worst case of ragging In the barraek- 
rooms that has come to. public notice for 
.some years, ft Is said to be admitted that 
the band boys beat their comrade with 
bolsters, but bolsters do not cause fatal 
Injuries. Of course, the culprits will have 
to be fittingly punished Naval and Mili- 
tary Record. 

Doubtless the good servant Is born pre- 
liminary to bcim.' made. There Is every 
reason to expect that her efficiency will be 
Increased at a training-school such as that 
established by the Women's Domestic 
Guild. This new educational enterprise 
will deserve the success It Is likely to have. 
At present a servant's training Is Chiefly 
dependent upon the individual Instruction 
or the mistress or a household, It Is In- 
struction of a goad order so far as It goes, 
transforming very raw material received 
fresh from Kills island Into a more or less 
acceptable finished product. In general the 
teacher Is competent and her handiwork 
something she may pardonably be proud of, 
with a pride tempered by consideration of 
the higher wages Invariably demanded af- 
ter Improvement. — N. Y. World. 

.Mr. Hutchinson makes an earnest appeal 
to the authorities of the Roman Catholic 
Church, whose congregations, in all coun- 
tries, are rendered more liable than other 
people to contract leprosy, from the circum- 
stance that a tlsli diet Is enjoined, or per- 
mlled, at certain reasons as a matter of re- 
ligious observance, and that where a Hah 
diet, and especially a diet largely com- 
posed of preserved fish, Is eaten under such 
sanction It will almost certainly happen 
that some of it will be badly eured and 
liable to decay Mr. Hutchinson expresses 
his conviction that the fasts of the Roman 
Church, onwards from the time of their In- 
stitution, have been lorgely conducive to 
the extension anil prevalence of leprosy. 
The disease prevailed all over Buropu dur- 
ing I he ascendency of that Church; and, 
whilst It has disappeared from most of the 
districts which have seceded, it Is still 
plentiful In many which have not, as in 
Spain, Portugal, Italy, and many of the 
Mediterranean Islands. Mr. Hutchinson 
declares that If the Itoman Church would 
either allow flesh meat on fast days, or 
following the example ..f the Ureeli 
Church, would forbid fish as well as flesh, 
the leprosy now existing among many large 
communities would be likely wholly to dis- 
appear. The appeal Is the niurt' reasonable 
inasmuch as the distinction between fish 
and flesh, which was drawn In times of 
Ignorance, can hardly be maintained In 
the face of modern knowledge; and hence 
the prohibition of the latter, whlls the 
former Is permitted, Is scarcely to be de- 
scribed by any other term than as absurd. 
—London Times.

France and Germany, relinquished Tort 
Arthur and the territory she had occupied 
on the mainland. Germany was the llrst 
of China's disinterested protectors to profit 
by her weakness. The murder of two Uer- 
man missionaries In Chan-Tung gave Ger- 
many a pretext for landing a force at 
Klo-Chau In November, 1«>", and demand- 
ing mining and railway privileges In the 
Bhang-Tung province. Prince Henry of 
rrussla was sent to China In command of 
a German battleship, as the Emperor ex- 
pressed It, to strike with his "mailed list." 
If necessary. Then on December 18. 1807, 
there appeared an official announcement 
Which heralded much. It was that the 
Russian fleet, by permission of China, 
would winter at Port Arthur. On Febru- 
ary 22, ISPS, came the news that Die Chi- 
nese government had agreed with Great 
Britain to open all the Inland waters, and 
undertaken not to alienate to any foreign 
power territory In the basin of the Yuuglse- 
Klang. lu March there was a report that 
Russia had demanded the surrender by 
China of all sovereign rights over Port 
Arthur and Tallen-wan, on the same terms 
as had already been granted to Germany 
In regard to Klao-Ohou. Next, the world 
heard that China had practically handed 
over the peninsula to Russia, and had 
agreed to conditions for the development 
of the Trans-.Miuichurlan railway. The 
excitement caused In England about this 
time will not readily be forgotten. On 
April 2, ISPS, It became known that Eng- 
land hud been given a lease of Wel-hal-wel. 
The first act of the prolonged drama had 
thus been the war between China and 
Japan, the second the scramble for terri- 
tory following It, and thirdly, In the sum- 
mer of 11)00 came the "Boxer" rising. It 
led to large military operations by the 
powers, and to the successful relief of the 
Pekln legations which had been besieged. 
The allied troops got to Pekln on August 
14, and entered the "Forbidden City" on 
the 17th. About the middle of January, 
1001, the terms of peace Imposed by the 
I allies were accepted, gradually matters 
grew quieter, and the Chinese court, which 
had lied, returned to Pekln. The visit of 
( the Marquis It,, to England early last year, 
I heralded another event having fOT-Teachlng 
1 effects, namely, tin' Anglo-Japanese treaty. 
Russia, meanwhile, has secured a firm hold 
over Manchuria and completed her railway 
from the Baltic to the Yellow Sea. Her 
apparent Intention to extend her operations 
to Korea, as well as her failure to carry 
out repeated pledges to "evacuate" Man- 
churia on October 8, has produced the ex- 
isting tension with Japan.

COLONIAL SECURITIES IN LON- 
DON. 

The 'announcement that the flotation 
of the first instalment of the Transvaal 
Indemnity Loan, which was to hnve 
been made in London at the beginning 
of this year, has been postponed, pro- 
bably for twelve months, is of general 
interest, showing as it docs the opinion 
formed by financiers as to the monetary 
situation and the condition of the 
money market. The loan was to be 
divided into three sums of £10,000,000 
sterling each, and the llrst. of these 
amounts was to be offered for subscrip- 
tion this year ami the two remaining 
portions in the two following years. 
.\o\v. it would seem, that the whole 
operation will be postponed for twelve 
months and the loan be placed in three 
instalments in the years LD05, 1900 and 
KM 7. It is not t., Icar interest at a 
hiighfir mi'o 'ban 1 per cent. At. that, 
(oii.-idcritiL: Mi- security, it should, in a 
normal rolt.Ji'iuiii of the lm-ncy market, 
lie readily subscribed. Although it will 
not, as we tit dciriand the arrangement,' 
bear a direct guanantee id' the Imper- 
ial (}<m»imiin n't, like the Transvaal 
loan of last year for works a.nd other 
purposes in thai Colony, yet as an issue 
by what is a Crown Colony and one 
wilh such a i romising outlook as the 
Transvaal has, it would stand liigh 
among flint class of securities. The 
Government's decision to postpone the 
itssu.e— which, by the way, was under- 
iwni'them by South African financiers 
■and others Under the arrangement made 
with .Mr. Chamberlain last year— is an 
indication that even gilt-edged securities 
are, at. the present time, led. in demand 
by investors at prices that .should be 
•asked for such investments. 

The hint thrown out by Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, a few weeks ago, that the 
prospects were not favorable for any 
rcmisMions of taxation in the coming 
Budget, shows that the anticipations

ItECBNT HISTORV IN TIIE FAR 12 AST. 

A short lime ago Thi! London Dally 
Chronicle gave the following conedg'j sum- 
liiury or recent events In the Eur East: 

In view of these "excursions and alarms, ' 

II limy be well to I all the course of 

events In the Ear East during the past 
few years, On duly 111, 1804, war was 
formolly declared by Japan against China, 
and notified to the [lowers. The fighting 
by bind and ecu went steadily lu favor of 
the Japanese, who. Indeed, curried all be- 
fore them. in May. 1805, the trcnty of 
Sblmonosckl, negotiated by Id Hung Chang, 
who visited .liipan for the ipurpose, was 
ratified, and bronghl peace as between the 
two countries. Following the "breakup of 
China," as It was called at the tin e, the r 
began a scramble by the powers for terri- 
tory. Japan, under pressure from Russia,

St. Petersburg. Feb. 15.— Captain Be- 
the Korietz, writing to relatives 
January 9th, said: "I am ready to .go 
to sea at any time. From day to day 
we have been expecting a light with olie 
Japanese. iWo expect sudden attacks, 
without a previous declaration of war. 
The wooden tit lings have been taken 
nali ore. We have no armor, our strength 
is only in the guns and the courage of 
our men. We Russians often depend 
on courage and the outcome is all right. 
It may l.npipen that it will not fail us 
now. I shall do all possible. If they 
send us to the bottom say a good word 
for us." 

During the patriotic demonstrations at 
iWur.saw on Sunday, a certain Count 
Dembsky became insane and fired into 
the crowd from the balcony of his resi- 
dence. He killed three persons and 
wounded twenty-live, lie tried to com- 
mit suicide, but was secured. 

The following account of the battle 
off Chemulpo, which resulted in the loss 
of the Russian cruiser Yariag and the 
gunboat Korietz, has reached here. 

'During the night of February 8th the 
Japanese landed 1,500 men ut Chemulpo, 
and on the morning of the Dili three 
Japanese cruisers, four gunboats and 
eight torpedo boat destroyers, under 
command of Admiral Urin, approached 
the harbor, but did not enter. The Ko- 
reltz and variag were lying in the har- 
bor and the Japanese admiral gave them 
until noon to come out. Both Llussian 
vessels cleared for action. 

All the shipping in the harbor was 
notified by Admiral Urin to get out of 
the tiring line. There was in the har- 
bor also the British cruiser Talbot, the 
French cruiser Pascal, the Ialinn cruis- 
er Elba and the United States gunboat 
iVicksburg. 



The Varln 
boat from the British cruiser went out. 

Shortly afterwards the Variag- and 
iKorcitz got under way and steamed out 
of the harbor. The crew of the English 
warship cheered them as they went out 
to light. "When the Russians were four 
miles out the Japanese threw a shot 
across their bows, but they did not stop. 

The Japanese lay between the islands, 
10 miles out, blocking the entrance to 
the harbor. When the Russians were six 
miles from the Japanese licet heavy fir- 
ing began on -both sides. The Turing 
turned her broadside loose at 11:55 a. 
in., then turned at right angles and 
steamed a short distance westward as if 
lo make the beach, but suddenly turned 
east and gave the enemy 'her other 
broadside. 

The Japanese continued firing until 
12:22, when the Variag was seen to be 
on lire near the stern. The Russian 
vessels then turned back towards) the 
harbor and ceased firing ut 12:12 p. m. 

The Variag lost thirty .men mini seven 
Officers killed and forty-two wounded.

Every Chinaman wiio could sport the 
long clothes of high state dug them U4> 
tfrom the bottom of the sandalwood chest 
ami put them on.

Here was a tall, dignitied China- 
man, inclining, with increasing years, to 
u suspicious embonpoint, marching up 
Cormorant street arrayed like King 
•Solomon in what looked to the profane 
oyes of the foreign devils like a night 
shirt that had been in the wash with a 
•dry goods stock whoso colors had run, 
dt was an indescribable shade of silk, 
.and was slit from the ankle to the knee 
at the sides so as not to trip its owner 
in his progress.

The tyee enters as ;r lie had paid the 
.rent for the whole street and had the

violently with smiles of the warmest. 
3ie does likewise', and I he "Kung bee fa 
t'ehoys" fly about the room like the 
imisscd shots at the battle of Chemulpo.

This sort of thin:.' goes on all day, 
and there is a solemn dignity and eere- 
tmonionsncss about those greetings 
amongst the tyees that make the white 
people's free-nud-ensy howdy's !'••'!; some- 
what wanting by contrast. 

In the big joss la, use <>r temple, the 
new tapers and punk sticks were illu- 
miined early in the morning, and the**, 
with the incense in the great brazen 
■howls and chalices filled the temple with 
a suffocating and oppressive odor, sup- 
posed by tho faithful to lie very potent 
against * the surreptitious assaults of 

't I vil oil'-. From morning till away 

long into the night the Chiuuiueu come 
"there to pay their devotions, burn a 
punk slick or tip the custodian of the 
stinkpots. The Chinaman on entering 
givts ;l reverential kao tao to Joss, 
whose dirty and excruciatingly ugly 



in Chinatown on Xew Year's night, 
and then, as a rule, all old scores are set- 
tled, amicably, over the llowing bowl of 
Chinese wine, the shallow chatty of tea 
or in aome other sociable manner. One 
of the pleasing features of the celebra- 
tion is the extension of the gift-giyiug 
to the white people, especially the young- 
sters. Every washeemau, vegetablo ven- 
dor or Chinese servant bring bags of 
(dice nuts, packages of ifirecrackerai 
dried fruits, China lilies or cigars to the 
patron or employer. 

Every Xew Year the Chinese swear 
off from all their pet vices— and play 
fan tan and the Celestial poker and 
black jack as furiously as ever the 
same night— alio samee 'Melican man. 
IPassing along the streets in the Chinese 
quarter one may hear the merry rattle 
of tho dice and the peculiar crepitation 
of the fan tun ehi,ps, mingled with occa- 
sional grunts from the players. Tho 
protestations of reform uttered in the 
joss bouse in the morning seem a long 
way off by nightfall, and John is as 
really to gamble his mouth's wages as 
he is in midyear.

The third 
boat, filled with passengers and 
was up-ended by the fouling > 
forward fall and nearly all the occu- 
pants precipitated into the sea. This 
boat would not have been in command 
of an oillcer of the ship bud she been 
successfully launched. The lowering of 
the boats '.took place about 3:30 p.m., 
or n little later. The weather boats, 
which it was impossible to launch, were 
then mtade ready and lowered to the 
level of the rail of the passenger deck. 
Flag stgnifils of distress were displayed 
about tae time these boats were lower- 
ed. ' It was then discovered that only 
tho engines roam nnd tire room spaces 
were Hooded, the fore bold having but 
little water in- it and the fore peak 
being practicaliy free. A hasty cen- 
clutfion formed by Capt. 'Roberts, from

The efficacy of this spying system lias 
been proved.
